The position of School Com- 
mittee Counsel was created by 
the Andover School Committee 
Tuesday night by a 3-1 vote, 
with Committeeman William 
Lane dissenting. 

Such counsel was 
recommended by Atty. James 
Murphy, who had been special 
counsel for the School Com- 
mittee in the Lane-open 
meeting court case, and would 
serve much as Town Counsel 
Alfred Daniels serves the 
Town, handing down legal 
opinions when requested and 
going to court for the group 
when necessary. 

The committee then in- 
structed Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert to report 
back where the funds for the 
counsel could come from. State 
statute provides that a school 
committee can hire its own 
counsel up to the tune of $5000 in 
a school year, without special 
approval by Town Meeting. 

Chairman Francis Griggs 
suggested that the monies could 
come from Deerjump Program 
funds which were provided in 
the school budget, but for which 
the town has been reimbursed. 

Lane objected to the new 
counsel ‘‘unless someone can 
show me that the town counsel 
is not doing his job.’”’ He said 
that the town counsel could 
coordinate legal matters a lot 
better between the town and the 
school system, than could an 
additional person. 

The counsel would act when 
called upon, much like the 
professional negotiator, rather 
than being a full-time employee 
of the schools. 

By way of school personnel 
action, and after much ado, the 
committee accepted the 
resignations of Mrs. Barbara 
Mitton, a teacher aide at West 
Elementary, effective October 
22; of Mrs. Virginia Spinney, 
fourth grade teacher at West 
Elementary, effective October 
18; and of Mrs. Edna Wilton, 
teacher aide at South Elemen- 
tary, effective last June, all for 
“personal’’ reasons. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen objected, on the grounds 
that the teacher’s contract 
provides that no resignations 
are to be accepted after Aug. 1, 
to be effective before the end of 
the ensuing school year, unless 
for specific reasons provided by 
the contract, stressed the in- 
convenience such action causes 
on the part of the children and 
said that having their 
classroom experience disrupted 
can have a devastating effect 
on them, ‘‘long-range.”’ 
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An Olesen motion to request 
the Andover Education 
Association to take action as 
provided by its contract, in the 
case of Mrs. Spinney, was 
defeated 2-2, with Griggs and 
Lane voting ‘‘no.”’ 

Griggs indicated that the 
youngsters were probably 
better off with someone in the 
classroom who wants to teach, 
and allowed that personal 
reasons sometimes could 
preclude a teacher from doing a 
good job. 

A subsequent motion by Lane, 
to have the AEA screen future 
such resignations for possible

action, was passed by a 4-0 
vote.

Seek Vacancy On 
School Committee 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee, meeting Tuesday night 
for the first time since the 
resignation of John G. Wragg 
September 17, authorized 
Chairman Francis E. Griggs to 
officially notify the board of 
selectmen of the vacancy. 

Griggs said the letter - - the 
first step in the process provid- 
ed by law - - would be forthcom- 
ing within the next couple of 
days. 

Statute requires that the 
school committee notify the 
board within 30 days of a vacan- 
cy, or the board can fill the 


vacancy themselves. Granted 
proper notice, the two com- 
mittees will meet in joint ses- 
sion to elect someone to serve 
in Wragg’s place until next 
March’s Town election. 

The decision must be a ma- 
jority one, with five of the nine 
possible votes necessary to 
elect a replacement, and 
Griggs indicated Tuesday night 
that they could conceivably 
vote over and over until elec- 
tion time. 

Meanwhile, Griggs said eight

Housing 
Authority 
In Audit 


The annual audit of the An- 
dover Housing Authority is in 
progress, State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko has announced. 

After the Authority’s accounts 
are examined, a full report of the 
results will be issued. 

The Authority operates a 56 
unit veterans project and an 80 
unit project for the elderly. 

Rents from the veterans pro- 


ject amounted to $60,265.21 while 
the Authority collected $43,488.94 
from its elderly housing. 

In the veterans project, 
monthly rents average $101.80 
and in the elderly project, it 
averages $46.34. 

Since the Authority began 
operating in 1952, the state has 
contributed $1,781,000 in sub- 
sidies to the projects. 

Because of the comparatively 
low rentals charged in veterans 
and elderly housing projects, the 
subsidies the Authority receives 
keep the Authority from 
operating at a deficit. : 

The Authority employs four 
full-time employees and has an 
annual payroll of $17,909.

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Storm Raises Havoc 


Some people are convinced 
that a baby twister passed 
through the area about 5 p.m. 
Sunday, others, including 
weather forecasters chalk it up 
to a violent thunder storm. 

Whatever the case, by about 6 
p.m. Sunday, public works and 
power company crews in the 
area were busy mopping up the 
damage, clearing away downed 
branches and restoring power in 
many sections of the com- 
munities. 

Dark ominous clouds preceded 
the storm which struck quickly 
and intensely with brilliant 
flashes of lightning followed 
almost innediately by giant claps 
of thunder. The rain just gushed 
down turning streets to veritable 
rivers in some areas. 

Two Andover homes were 
struck by lightning, one on Bailey 
road, another on Brady loop. 
Early Sunday evening, fire 
fighters were called to Charlotte 
Drive to check on some wires ap- 
parently burned by the storm ina 
home. 

Andover public works depart- 
ment crews were out for some 
time during the evening hours, 
clearing away downed branches 
and limbs in various sections of 
town. 

Heaviest damage appeared to 
be in the Salem street area and in 
the direction of Harold Parker 
State Forest.

A swath of damage, slight but 
Significant, led one observer to 
conclude that possibly a baby 
twister had hit the area at the 
height of the storm. 


The path of damage to trees 
and utility lines seemed to follow 
from an area of Lowell Junction 
to a point near the Andover Fish 
and Game club in the Harold 
Parker Forest where the effects 
of the high winds dissipated. 

Downed wires and tree limbs 
were also a part of the storm’s 
aftermath in North Andover. 

In addition to power company 
crews restoring power in many 
sections of the town, highway and 
tree department crews were on 
duty clearing roadways of debris 
and catch basins were the 
torrents of surface water were 
bypassing the system. 

Fire department officials 
checked on some homes where 
reports of lightning striking were 
investigated. No serious damage 
was reported. 

A downed power line on 
Merrimack street forced the 
area to be blocked off for safety 
purposes until power company 
crews could arrive to make 
necessary repairs. 

The deluge also had an effect 
on the new high school playing 
fields, where drainage problerms 
have damaged the embankment 
in storms, due to the bankings not

Math Test Scores Are 
Reviewed By Schoolmen 
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“significant.” 


Andover youngsters scored 
above the national norms on all 
the math tests they took last 
spring - - according to Stanford 
Achievement Test results 
released by Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert Tuesday 
night. 

While tagging the results 
“very satisfactory,’ Seifert in- 
dicated that the schools would 
Start working on computation 
skills, which weren’t as high as 
the math concepts and applica- 
tion categories. 

Members of the school com- 
mittee, while expressing initial 
optimism, are also interested in 
seeing some other com- 
parisons, 

Chairman Francis Griggs, 
who admitted he was ‘‘much 
more pleased’’ with what’s 
been happening mathwise in the 
system in the past year, said he 
wants to correlate the 1973 with 
the 1963 tests, to see how well 
the kids would have done on the 
old test. This was the first year 
for the new one. 

He also asked Seifert to come 
back with more information on 
local, rather than national 
norms, to see how Andover 
compares to other systems in 
the area. 

Committeeman John Lyons 
asked that the results, released 
in “‘grade equivalents,’’ be 
presented in percentiles at the 
next meeting, for ease in com- 
parison. George Olesen, while 
saying it was ‘‘quite obvious the 
results look very favorable 
when looking at them system 
wide,’’ said he thought the 
results of individual schools 
Should also be published. 

Seifert said that the next step 
now would be to go into each in- 
dividual school to see what they 
propose to do to improve scores 
where needed. 

In releasing the scores, 
Seifert explained that they 
come from the publishers as 
grade equivalents along with 
national norms. A score of 1.9, 
for instance, means the 
youngsters’ average proficien- 
cy was at the first grade, ninth 
month, level. 

He also said that the Stanford 
Company said that a differen- 
tial of less than .5 from the 
national norm could be con- 
sidered average, but not signifi- 
cant. On the other hand, a score 
of more than .5 could be termed

Newman Seeking 


Support For Change 
In School Board 


While he didn’t get an en- 


‘dorsement from the School 


Committee at its last session, 
as he had hoped, Atty. Irving L. 
Newman, 33 Lovejoy Road, is 
still seeking support for an arti- 
cle which could enlarge the 
school committee to seven 
members, with shorter terms. 

Newman is the author of Arti- 
cle 11 on the warrant for the up- 
coming town meeting, and he 
touts it as a possible answer to 
“‘polarization’’ of school 
philosophies. 

He warned that already, 
“power brokers on both sides 
are girding their fighting 
forces’ to obtain the single 
school committee seat that will 
be vacant in March. 

At the outset of Newman’s 
presentation to the school com- 
mittee, he said that the article 
was in no way directed ‘‘at any 
member, his philosophy, his 
competence or his conduct in 
office.”’ 

“These matters,’’ he said, 
“are germane only in another 
forum and time, namely, in 
February when members 


should run for re-election.’’ 
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Newman says that by follow- 


.ing his plan, the school com- 


mittee could create permanent 
subcommittees and broader 
representation. Shorter terms, 
he said, would bring about a 
better balance between stabili- 
ty and to the community 
demands. 

“Our educators, both staff 
and administrators are faced 
with a knowledge explosion 
which they must translate into 
curriculum,’’ he went on, 
‘“‘compounded by socio- 
economic issues which have 
made the schools the arena for 
bitter battles which have no 
place there. 

“To this must be added the 
abdication of parental authority 
and religious guidance. We ex- 
pect the staff to address itself 
to all these problems and solve 
them. If Mankind can not solve 
them, how do we expect a staff 
which is very limited in scope 
to accomplish its objectives as 
well as solve all problems? 

‘To make this situation more 
improbable is the fact that we 
expect a five-man school com- 
mittee, meeting twice a month, 
in the evening, to manage the 
school system with its burgeon- 
ing problems and escalating 
complexities. 


“The formation of permanent 
subcommittees, with no 
decision-making authority 
could make studies in depth, 
enabling the committee to ob- 
tain an independent judgment 
and expertise which is so sadly 
lacking.”’ 

A two-year, instead of a three 
year term, Newman went on, 
would enable the town to 
change the complexion of the 
committee to be consistent 


- “with individual objectives”’ as 


to the education of children, 
‘and still obtain stability.” 
“It can be conceded that the 
Andover schools are beseiged 
by an overwhelming number of 
problems as variable as the 
children it educates and as 
complex as the community it 
Serves, It is apparent that one 
answer to all problems is in 
error, and those who manage 
policy as well as administrate it 
should be flexible and open- 
minded in their approach. 
However, educational policy in 
Andover has been dominated in 
the main by two groups who are 
in terrible conflict with one 
another politically as well as in 
educational concept. Each has 
hardened its approach to educa-

“This must be avoided and 
stopped now. To continue this 
madness would be at the terri- 
ble expense of our most 
precious asset, our children, 
and the delicate fabric of our 
community will certainly be 
torn to shreds.’’

Response Increases 
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The tecreation / Community 
Schools Department has an- 
nounced the 1974 Fall program 
registration statistics. 

The enrichment, academic and 
recreation program has received 
the largest registration since the 
programs’ inception two years 
ago.

The Andover Campaign 


The three candidates seeking 
the all-Andover representative 
seat in the state legislature con- 
tinued their personal touch cam- 
paigns this week and are prepar- 
ing for local forums, including 
the League of Women Voters 
Candidate’s Night scheduled for 
Oct. 29. 

The Andover League of Women 
Voters is also planning to issue a 
question form for the candidates 
to respond to prior to the can- 
didate’s night. 

Republican Candidate Roger 
W. Collins announced this week 
his intention to co-file a measure 
to limit the legislature’s ability 
to impose higher costs on cities 
and towns. 

Collins said it is much too easy 
for the state to force new ex- 
penses on cities and towns and 
thus take away from com- 
munities local control over the 
tax rate. 

“All it takes is a simple ma- 
jority vote in the legislature. I’m 
supporting a constitutional 
amendment that would require a 
two-thirds vote to impose costs 
on two or more communities un- 
less the state is willing to put up 
the money or the town has 
already voted to accept the ex- 
pense. 

“The so-called home rule 
amendment only protects single 
towns. The legislature can get 
around it by simply making any 
costly bill apply to two or more 
communities.”’ 

Noting that the bill is not a new 
one, Collins said the legislative 
leadership has kept the bill from 
getting on the constitutional con- 
vention agenda. 

The Republican candidate will 
be the speaker at the Christ 
Church forum this Sunday at 10: 
20 a.m. 

In other activity this week, 
Collins has been continuing his 
door-to-door campaigning and

Electric Co. Savings 
Dependent On F.E.A. 


Guy W. Nichols, president and 
chief executive officer of New 
England Electric System, 
reports that the electric con- 
Sumers of New England could be 
saved up to $700 million annually 
depending upon how the Federal 
Energy Administration (FEA) 
allocates lower cost domestic 
crude oil. Nichols made his 
remarks at the FEA’s Rulemak- 
ing Hearings in Washington, D.C. 

Speaking for the New England 
Power Pool (NEPOOL), Nichols 
indicated that the method of 
allocation favored by electric 
utilities in New England provides 
for the allocation of lower cost 
domestic crude oil to the im- 
porters of foreign oil. ‘Assuming 
that we can, by paying the ap- 
propriate fee, become the im- 
porter of record,’’ he pointed out, 


. ‘then this method of allocation 


comes closest to an equitable dis- 
tribution of the economic impact 
of the oil shortage. 

“It is well to point out,’’ 
Nichols added, ‘‘that any Savings 
the New England electric com- 
panies incur from any of the 
changes now under your con- 
sideration will automatically 
benefit all electric customers in 
our region through the operation 
of fuel adjustment clauses. A 
system of regulation is already in 
effect to assure this pass- 
through. I am not sure this claim 
can be made as emphatically for 
any other segment of the energy 
industry,”’ 

Nichols also pointed to the oil 
import fee program as another 
area where electric consumers in 
New England could be saved 
money. He pointed out that the 
import fee program was es- 
tablished to raise the price of im- 
ported oil and thereby encourage 
the development of our domestic 


oil operations, ‘‘The new 
program increased the fee as of 
May 1, 1973, to 15 cents per 


barrel and, at half-year intervals 


thereafter to the level of 63 cents 
per barrel effective Nov. jhe 
1974,’ Nichols said. 

‘As of Nov. 1, 1974, the import 
fee will be 42 cents per barrel’’ 
he continued. ‘The higher fees 
are obviously no longer required 
as the OPEC nations have ob- 
viously provided a more than 
adequate economic incentive for 
developing domestic oil 
operations. For this reason we 
believe that import fees should 
be immediately abolished. If the 
present fee system is eliminated, 
the savings to New England can 
range from a minimum of $6 
million per year at the present 
time to a minimum of $19 million 
per year starting late in 1975.”’

And if you are 
that parent, or a concerned 
teacher, you may be interested in 
this seasons first meeting of the 
Merrimack Valley Association 
for Children with Learning 
Disabilities. The program en- 
titled'‘ Recognitionof Motor Con- 
trol Deficits - Their Evaluation 
and Corrective Training 
Programs’’, will be presented by 
a panel of four experienced 
Motor Control professionals. 
This meeting is scheduled for 
7:45 at the West Elementary 
School, Beacon Street, Andover, 
on Monday, Oct. 7. 

According to one of the pan- 
elists, Mrs. Rebecca Kenney, 
head of the Motor Training 
Department at Landmark 
School, Beverly, ‘‘About 99 per 
cent of the learning disabled have 
some form of a motor control 
problem.”’ There are two kinds of 
motor controls - fine and gross. 
Fine motor controls involve the 
small muscles and gross motor 
controls involve the whole body. 
The problem is one of effeciency 
in organizing those small and 
large muscle groups in perfor- 
ming tasks with a minimum ex- 
penditure of time, effort and 
energy, and with maximum 
precision. 

The other members of the pan- 
el, in addition to Mrs. Kenney, 
will be: Mrs. Beverly Cusick, 
registered phycical therapist;

Town Meeting 


There is fear among local officials that events of the 
past few weeks and days has taken the starch, so-called 
out of Monday night’s October town meeting, leaving 
the session with a limp semblance of its former con- 
troversial self. 

As such, there looms the distinct possibility of failing 
to obtain a quorum. In order to transact business on the 
items, it is necessary to have 350 voters on hand. 

A cursory glance could well give the idea that the 
business at hand is not of great importance. The recall 
provision has been withdrawn from consideration, the 
proposed addition of a meter reader has been resolved 
through the granting of some additional federal funds. 

There are two items, however, which are in need of 
attention and some action by the electorate on Monday 
night. 

One involves a bylaw change to alter the structure 
and terms of the members of the school committee. 

The proposal is offered by Atty. Irving L. Newman 
and calls for two year terms for the school committee 
members and an increase in the size of the board. 

Mr. Newman has his thoughts on the particular 
matter, and is certainly due the courtesy of a forum to 
explain them and have action taken on the proposal. 

Another matter of particular interest is the proposed 
rezoning of South Main street and to provide for ad- 
ditional apartments or town houses. 

To a certain extent, one can surmise that this not be- 
ing a money item, just rezoning, its importance is not 
relevant. 

Such thinking, however, is not completely true, since 
the addition of apartments to the existing South Main 
street complex, most assuredly could have monetary in- 
fluence on the community. 

The proposal is for some 70 additional buildings in the 
area and 294 additional units. 

There is the consideration of overall town planning, 
the availability of utilities to the area and other 
municipal services, should the rezoning be approved 
and the complex developed. 

So, what seems like a rather dull agenda, could well 
prove otherwise and attendance is recommended in suf- 
ficient numbers to get the business of the town cared 
for. 

It very well could be that the session can be moved 
along to get the voters home in time for the Monday 
night kickoff.

Hopefully, the timetable set by H-P which will lead to 
such utility construction, will accommodate the $2.5 
million available. 

Mr. Dole made two significant comments Monday 
night in noting that corporate officials are keeping a 
weather-eye on the economy, which so far has Hewlett- 
Packard doing just fine. Also, he said, bids on this in- 
itial phase of work in West Andover had come in higher 


than anticipated due to rising construction costs. 
We hold to our optimistic view of having Hewlett- 
Packard as a corporate citizen of Andover within a 


reasonable period of time.

With all the controversial and 
newsworthy events at all levels 
of government today it is easy to 
See how some of the seemingly 
less important actions of public 
officials go by unnoticed. 

A tip of the hat is in order for 
some North Andover officials. 
Recently, a notification of a 
potentially tragic situation was 
brought to the attention of 
Highway Surveyor, W.A. Cyr and 
the Board of Selectmen. This 
situation focused on a particular- 
ly dangerous spot on Rte. 114, the 
Berry Street - Harold Parker 
Forest intersection. I have nieces 
and nephews (totalling 10) who 
board the school bus there which, 
up to recently, has been a passing 
zone in both directions. In addi- 
tion, there were not any warning 
signs to notify motorists who are 
inclined (by the grade of the 
road) to accelerate through that 
intersection. Certain 
precautionary measures were 
suggested in a letter describing 
this situation to the Selectmen. 

Chairman Kirk coordinated 
with local officials and the Mass. 
D.P.W. to investigate this 
matter. Remedial action has 
resulted in eliminating the pass- 
ing zone at that intersection and 
installing two school bus stop 
warning signs. Motorists may 
also have noticed all that yellow 
paint for lane control along Rte. 
114 which is commonly perceived 
as a dangerous road. This action 
also shows how town and state of- 
ficials are concerned about traf- 
fic safety and the incidence of 
danger on Rte. 114. It is also 
relieving to know that additional 
improvements are in the plan- 
ning stages. 

As a resident of Andover, I am 
particularly impressed with the 
spirit of cooperation extended to 
my by Mr. Cyr and Mr. Kirk.

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Lane Opposed 


Court Asked To Alter 
Secret Meeting Finding 


A motion asking the Superior 
Court judge to alter his order in 
the Lane-secret meeting case, 
to bar all members of the 
school committee, as well as 
the superintendent and his sub- 
ordinates from holding ‘secret 
meetings, was filed in Superior 
Court by Chairman Francis 
Griggs Monday. 


Griggs sought the alteration 
because of the resignation Sept. 
17 of John G. Wragg from the 
committee. The judge’s 
original ruling had specifically 
ordered Wragg, along with 
Committeemen John Lyons and 
George Olesen, to stop holding 
secret meetings. 

Committeeman William 
Lane, the winner in court, 
however, Tuesday night tagged 
the new motion ‘‘unnecessary”’ 
and called upon Griggs to 
withdraw it. 

Lane said he would have been 
willing to endorse the change, 
had he known about it and been 
asked to sign, without the ques- 


tion going back to the court, at

possible further expense to the 
town. He said he would still sign 
if Griggs withdrew the motion. 

Lane added that he thought 
the part pertaining to the 
superintendent and his subor- 
dinates might be illegal, since 
they, in their day to day duties, 
aren’t covered in the same open 
meeting law. 

Griggs countered that the 
committee had been advised by 
special counsel Atty. James 
Murphy to take the ‘‘updating’’ 
action since Wragg is no longer 
on the committee, and that the 
action had cost only an ad- 
ditional ten cents - - the price of 
a stamp. 

Lyons added that the earlier 
decision was almost a ‘‘moot 
point’’ now because the order 
only specified himself and 
Olesen, and ‘‘because two men 
can’t be a meeting.’’ We’re ac- 
tually trying to improve the 
situation, Lyons said. 

Lane earlier this week had 
struck back at Griggs for 
referring to the open meeting 
suit, at the September 17 
meeting, as a ‘‘garbage suit.’’ 
He also took issue with recent 
statements by Griggs and 
Lyons ‘‘which show that they 
are, and intend to remain, in- 
tractable and polarized at a 
time when reasonableness and 
responsiveness should prevail.”’ 

“If members of the school 
committee cannot return to the 
committee meetings without 
vindictiveness and bitterness . . 
. if they cannot feel comfor- 
table in conducting their affairs 
in full view of the public, as the 
law provides, then they should

resign,’’ Lane said. 

He suggested that their 
places then be taken ‘‘by men 
and women who understand 
that the public does indeed have 
a vital role to play in the gover- 
nance of its own public school 
system.”’ 

Lane issued his statement 
Monday, ‘‘in order that the 
townspeople will have suf- 
ficient information to form a 
just decision on the issues at 
hand.”’ 

‘I did not, nor do I now, con- 
sider the lawsuit I brought 
against my school committee 
associates ‘a garbage lawsuit,’ 
as Chairman Griggs has 
declared it to be,’’ Lane said. 

He said he filed the suit ‘‘asa 
last resort’ after seeking a 
legal opinion on the state open 
meeting law from Town 
Counsel Alfred Daniels, after 
witnessing many meetings in 
March, April and May ‘‘proceed 
according to a pre-determined 
and secretly developed for- 
mat,’’ after communicating 
with the chairman “‘to see if he 
might bring some reason to the 
chaos and the mistrust that 
enveloped the committee and 
its work after the most recent 
town elections,’’ and after 
members of the committee 
refused to publicly state their 
reasons for firing Assistant 
Superintendent Edward Regan, 
and demoting High School 
English Department Head Bill 
Becker, ‘‘even after having 
been asked to do so by more 
than 4,700 voters and nearly 900 
high school students.”’ 

Lane said that some of the 
spring meetings proceeded 
even with ‘“‘printed formats and 
scripts developed at privately 
arranged, secret and _ illegal 
meetings to which were invited 
only School Committeemen 
Wragg, Olesen and Lyons.”’ 

He said he had also discussed 
the issue at length with the 
school committee in executive 
session oly to have one member 
remark, ‘‘You must be crazy if 
you think we’re not going to 
meet in secret.” 

‘‘Garbage?’’ Lane went on. 
“T should say not. The findings 
of the superior court justice 
who heard and decided in the 
case serve to insure that 
members of the Andover School 
Committee can no longer meet 
secretly and illegally. All public 
business must now be con- 
ducted publicly as the law has 
always provided. In the future,

portant decisions of their 
elected officials.” 

On the question of the cost of 
the suit to the Town, Lane said 
he thought it ‘‘deplorable that 
the town will have to pay for 
having had its interests defend- 
ed against three school com- 
mittee members who met 
secretly and illegally to plot the 
destiny of the Andover School 
System and its staff, thereby 
depriving the Town of its right 
under the laws of the Com- 
monwealth for full disclosure, 
for public participation and for 
committee accountability. 

‘“‘The same committee 
members who denied 
professional school system 
staff the courtesy of an open 
hearing, even without counsel 
managed, when they found 
themselves faced with a law- 
suit, to engage three attorneys - 
- Town Counsel, special counsel 
and private counsel. 

“In fact, these same com- 
mittee members are now con- 
sidering hiring their own school 
committee counsel to assist the 


school committee with 
numerous other lawsuits, 
grievances and possible other 
actions facing it as a result of 
the insensitive and capricious 
manner in which the school 
committee has conducted its af- 
fairs during these past seven 
months. 


“It should also be noted that 
expenses incurred in processing 
the suit in my behalf, and clear- 
ly in the interests of the 
Townspeople of Andover, will 
not be paid for from the Town 
treasury. As an Andover tax- 
payer, I strenuously object to 
the Town’s having to pay the 
legal fees of school committee 
members found by a court of 
law to have been conducting 
their school committee affairs 
in an illegal manner and I trust 
all Andover taxpayers will be 
equally incensed and will let 
their thoughts be known to the 
School committee and to the 
board of selectmen before such 
bills are authorized for 
payment.”’

Dragonflies Well-Travelled 


By Wayne Hanley 

One would think that what may 
be the world’s most successful 
dragonfly could tell the 
difference between a temporary 
pool and an automobile roof. 

However, female globe-trotter 
dragontlies have been zipping 
around parking lots in recent 
days, occasionally touching 
automobile tops with the tip of 
their abdomens. The insect lays a 
small cluster of yellow eggs, 
perhaps 25 eggs, each time it taps 
on the car roof. 

Strange things are happening 
in the maternity field these days. 
However, no one supposes that 
the globe-trotter has adopted 
birth control, even though the 
eggs deposited on car roofs never 
will hatch. The assumption is 
that the insect is responding to 
the glistening light from the car 
roof and equating it to the 
reflected light from temporary 
water pools with which it is 
familiar. 

If you came in late, the 
dragontly is that rather large in- 
sect that zips around over ponds 
and tields and usually is referred 
to as a snake doctor, a devil’s 
darning needle, or other regional 
nicknames. In some areas they 
even are called airplane flies. 

The globe-trotter (Pantala 
flavescens) is unusual in having a 
common name. Most of the

Christopher Leahy, New 
England naturalist and a 
Massachusetts Audubon _inter- 
national tour guide, has spent 
much of the summer scouting out 
the distribution of dragonfly 
species in the six-state region. 
He called attention to the globe- 
trotter egg-laying boo-boo. 

To help in identification of the 
globe-trotters, Leahy describes 
the insect as having a three-inch- 
long bright gold body, brick-red 
eyes, and a four-inch span of 
clear wings. The globe-trotter is 
the only dragonfly that has been 
found on every land mass, in- 
cluding Australia. 

At this season, the North 
American globe-trotters are 
migrating south, much as the 
migratory birds. Although 
several insects migrate, in- 
cluding other species of 
dragonflies, the globe-trotter is 
peculiarly adapted to riding air 
currents. Its broad hind-wings 
give it soaring lift which can take 
advantage of the North wind. 

Since it is a predatory insect, 
the globe-trotter can make the 
southern journey with all the 
refinements of Pullman accom- 
modations. While aloft, it can 
lunch on other flying insects. 
Thus, it is not unusual to see 
globe-trotter dragonflies flitting 
across Bermuda in the fall. One 
may assume that some of them 
made the overwater trip from 
New England or Nova Scotia. 

Globe-trotter eggs which were 
lucky enough to land on a tem- 
porary pond, rather than a car 
roof, hatch in less than two 
weeks. The larvae spend a couple 
winters and a summer snapping 
up young mosquitoes and the 
like, and then become adult 
dragonflies,

AMEND SECTION III.C.1. Preliminary Plan by deleting the se- 
cond paragraph thereof, and inserting the following: 

“Specifically, a preliminary plan shall show: 

(a) The subdivision name, boundaries, north point, date, scale, 
legend and title ‘Preliminary Plan’; 

(b) The names of the record owner and the applicant and the name 
of the designer, engineer or surveyor; 

(c) The names and addresses of all abutters as determined from 
the most recent tax list; 

(d) The existing and proposed lines of streets, ways, easements 
and any public areas within the subdivision in a general manner; 

(e) The proposed system of drainage, including adjacent existing 
natural waterways, in a general manner; 

(£) The approximate boundary lines of proposed lots, with ap- 
proximate areas and dimensions; 

(g) The names, approximate location and widths of adjacent 
streets; and 

(h) The topography of land in a general manner. 

In addition, submittal of the following is suggested to help un- 
derstanding, but is not required: location of existing buildings on 
abutting property; major site features, such as existing stone walls, 
fences, buildings, large trees, rock ridges and outcroppings, swamps 
and water bodies and areas likely to be subject to the Wetlands 
Protection Act; and a locus map showing the boundary and street 
configuration of the subdivision in relation to surrounding streets. 

The Planning Board will notify the Board of Health, the Andover 
Department of Public Works, and all abutters that a preliminary 
plan has been filed and is available for viewing in the Planning 
Board office. 

During discussion of the Preliminary Plan, the complete informa- 
tion required for the Definitive Plan (Section III.C.2 Contents) and 
the financial arrangements (Section III.C, Performance Guarantee) 
will be developed. 

The Planning Board may give such Preliminary Plan its approval 
with or without modification. Such approval does not constitute ap- 
proval of a subdivision but does facilitate the procedure in securing 
final approval of the Definitive Plan. The preliminary plan of any 
subdivision containing more than ten lots should be drawn to scale of 
1’’=100’; if containing fewer lots should be drawn to scale of 1’’=40’. 

Whether or not a preliminary plan is submitted to the Planning 
Board, it is desirable for information such as requested above to be 
submitted to the Board of Health during the early planning stages of 
the subdivision.”’

Many Uses 
For Green 
Tomatoes 


Home gardeners with a surplus 
of green tomatoes need not lose 
the race with the frost, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) points out 
this week. 

Green tomatoes can be used in 
many ways, the most common 
being as green tomato relish or 
old-fashioned piccalilli. But how 
much relish can one family con- 
sume? 

That may depend upon the 
available supply of canning jars 
and tops, says the MDA. Some 
supplies are available, but fin- 
ding them may be tough. The jar 
industry has admitted to falling 
far behind the current demand. 

The fact is that green 
tomatoes, picked when nearly 
mature, will keep rather a long 
time when stored between 55 and 
60 degrees .. . and will indeed 
ripen slowly. If you save only 
those free of blemishes, and hold 
them at a constant temperature - 
not below 55 - and inspect them 
weekly - you'll get a surprising 
number of ripe tomatoes as time 
goes on. 

Keeping them at higher 
temperatures will ripen them 
faster. 

Fried green tomatoes are an 
excellent dish. Slice tomatoes a 
little less than half-an-inch, 
dredge in flour or bread crumbs, 
and fry in a bit of fat until brown. 
Season to taste - and enjoy! 

Pickled tomatoes have their 
devotees, too, and they need no 
canning. What they do need is a 
large crock with a cover, and 
someone about two generations 
back with a good old-fashioned 
recipe. Most modern cookbooks 
ignore this old world delicacy, so 
you'll have to find your own 
sources. Salt, strong vinegar, 
garlic and spices all get into the 

act, with the finished product 
much akin to the pickle barrel in 
the old general store.
